REHPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the citizens of the town of Webster: 


As by law required, your committee now lay before you the 
annual statement of the condition of our public schools. Most 
of them have been reasonably satisfactery, while some have 
been excellent. 

Our school-houses, with two or three exceptions, are com- 
fortable, and in fair order for school purposes. In one or two 
districts they are unpleasant and in bad condition, and it is 
hoped will soon be remodelled and repaired, or replaced by new 
ones. 

In illustrative apparatus, books otf reference, wall-maps, &c., 
there is a deficiency that is to be regretted. A small globe, in 
the hands of a skilful teacher, will assist the child just eom- 
mencing the study of geography to form definite ideas of the 
form and motions of the earth, of latitude and longitude, of 
the relative size and situation of the several oceans and conti- 
nents, the cause of the changes of the seasons, &c., and will 
often be worth more at a single recitation than its entire cost. 

Wall-maps are useful, and a teacher could spend a few min- 
utes occasionally to great profit in drilling a class in pointing 
out the situation of the most important cities, rivers, lakes, 
mountains, &c., thus fixing important facts so firmly in memory 
that they would never be forgotten. 
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Last summer the legislature passed an act authorizing the 
superintending committee and selectmen to order a eopy of the 
new state map for each school in town, and take the money to 
pay for them from any funds appropriated for school purposes. 

The amount of school money in most of the districts is so 
small that we did not like to diminish it by taking from it the 
price of the map. We however ordered them for our two 
largest schools, the pay for them to be drawn from the school 
money of those districts. In most of the towns about us, we 
are told, they have put a copy of the map in all their schools. 

In regard to black-boards—a most essential appurtenance of 
the school-room—there is a fair supply in all the districts but 
two, while none are entirely destitute. 

We are pleased to notice the evidences of interest taken by 
parents and others in the schools. We find reported 333 visit- 
ors,—a sure indication that the pupils are not friendless or for- 
gotten, and that the teachers and their services are appreciated. 

Allow us again to urge the importance of constancy and 
punctuality in attendance. We copy from the registers and 
append to this report ‘‘the names of those pupils who have 
been present every half day of a term without being tardy.” 


District No. 1 ( Sweati’s Mills ). 


Summer term—Miss Hattie B. Little, teacher. Length of 
school, in weeks, 7; wages per month, ineluding board, $17; 
whole number of scholars, 11; average attendance, 8 +%;. 

Fall term—same teacher. Length of school, in weeks, 8; 
wages per month, including board, $18; whole number of schol- 
ars, 7; average attendance, 63. 

Notwithstanding this was Miss Little’s first. school, she was. 
permitted to teach both terms, which she did with very satis- 
factory results. Pe 


District No. 2 (Pleasant street). 


Summer term—Miss Josie L. Day, teacher. Length of school, 
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six weeks; wages per month, including board, $20; whole 
number of pupils, 19; average attendance, 173. 

Here Miss Day made her first attempt as a teacher. She 
had obtained a thorough and practical knowledge of the com- 
mon branches in the graded schools of the city, which give 
good instruction but afford a poor training to fit one to form 
correct conclusions of a system of instruction or manner of 
government which would prove successful in the country school. 
However, Miss Day commenced the term with bright anticipa- 
tions of success, and her untiring labors to the attainment of 
that end only lacked experience to have produced better re- 
sults. H. 

Fall term—Miss C. Glenoria Elkins, teacher. Length of 
school, 7 weeks; wages per month, including board, $20; whole 
number of scholars, 20; average attendance, 17}. 

No time was lost in putting this school in good working 
order, and the advancement was all that could be expected. 
The teacher had the full contidence of her scholars, who all 
seemed anxious to do their very best. 

Miss Elkins is a superior teacher. H. 


District No. 8 (Corser Hill). 


Summer term—Miss Vienna Dodge, teacher. Length of 
school, 10 weeks; wages per month, including board, $22; 
whole number of pupils, 16; average attendance, 152. 

Winter term—same teacher. Length of school, 10 weeks; 
wages per month, including board, $23; whole number of pu- 
pils, 27; average attendance, 224. 

The school has been one of rare excellence. The teacher 
has labored faithfully, wisely, and successfully. 

Much oral instruction has been given, and in a manner to 
awaken thought and fix important truths in the minds of the 
youngest. In arithmetic, in algebra, and indeed in all the 
branches taught, there has been thorough work. Great improve- 
ment was made in reading. Some of the small scholars gave 
the inflection correctly, and read with very fine expression. 
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Though there was for a time, during the winter term, danger 
of irritation on the part of some of the parents, occasioned by 
the admission of pupils from an adjoining district, yet, happily, 
no trouble was made or ill-feeling cherished to mar the peace 
and usefulness of the school. It is safe to say that no school 
in town, during the past year, has been better managed or better 
instructed than this. . Le 


District No. 4 ( Battle Street ). 


Summer term—Miss Minnie V. Smith, teacher. Length of 
term, 5 weeks; wages per month, including board, $20; whole 
number of pupils, 9; average attendanee, 74. 

Miss Smith exerted herself to the utmost for the good of the 
school, and met with a good degree of success. Sickness closed 
the term abruptly, without the opportunity of a public examina- 
tion. 

Winter term—Miss Isabel Seavey, teacher. Length of school, 
9 weeks; wages per month, including board, $21; whole num- 
ber of scholars, 7; average attendanee, 63. 

There being but few scholars in the district, several from out- 
side were admitted, much to their advantage, as the school has 
been a very profitable one. For this reason the term was lon- 
ger than it would otherwise have been. Something, too, was re- 
mitted in the matter of board, which lengthened it still further. 

The advancement in the several branches taught was exceed- 
ingly gratifying. In reading, especially, the improvement was 
very marked. Good order was maintained, and the deportment 
of the scholars towards their teacher, and towards each other, is 
‘worthy of high commendation. 

“ We have had an excellent school,” say the pupils. So say 
the parents, so says the committee. L. 


District No. 5 (Sanborn Hill). 


Miss Mary A. Connor, teacher. Length of school, 11 weeks; 
wages per month, including board, $15 ; whole number of schol- 
ars, 13; average attendance, 74. 
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This district was fortunate in putting their whole school into 
one term, and were also fortunate in the choice of Miss Connor 
as teacher. She is a worker in the school-room, whose system 
of instruction prompts the pupil to think quickly and answer 
correctly. The instruction was thorough, the advancement sat- 
isfactory. H. 


District No. 6 (Little Hill). 


Summer term—Miss Fannie EH. Sawyer, teacher. Length of 
school, 9 weeks ; wages per month, including board, $20; whole 
number of scholars, 7; average attendance, 63. 

Miss Sawyer is thoroughly educated, and having taught, at 
different seasons, several of our schools, is well known among us 
as a teacher. Her pupils made good improvement, and the 
school appeared well at the closing examination. ur 
~~ “Winter term—Miss Sarah E. Coffin, teacher. Length of school, 
10 weeks; wages per month, including board, $24; whole num- 
ber of pupils, 11; average attendance, 101. 

Miss Coffin has had considerable experience, which enables 
her to perform the duties of teacher with greater ease than 
those who have had less practice. The classes made satisfactory 
progress, the order was good, and the school appeared well.

District No.7 ( White Plain). 


Summer term—Miss Lilla F. Spaulding, teacher. Length of 
school in weeks, 8; wages per month, including board, $15; 
whole number of scholars, 11; average attendance, 104. Miss 
Spaulding entered the list of teachers at an early age. But the 
school being small, the scholars young, the youthful teacher en- 
countered no serious obstacles.. Fair progress was made by 
most of the pupils. 

Fall term—Miss Fannie E. Sawyer, teacher. Length of 
school in weeks, 10; wages per month, including board, $15. 
Whole number of scholars, 10; average attendance, 94. 

Miss Sawyer has had some experience in the school-room, and 
appears perfectly at ease there. The progress was good, in most 
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respects. There was a lack in blackboard drill, which, we are 
sorry to say, exists in many of our schools. Our blackboards 
were made for use, not for ornament. P. 


District No. 38 (Bashan). 


Summer term—Miss Helen M. Low, teacher. Length of 
school, 9 weeks. Wages per month, including board, $28. 
Whole number of pupils, 28; average attendance, 25. 

In reading, this school made good improvement, and in some 
branches pursued, the advancement was satisfactory. Written 
arithmetic was somewhat neglected; scholars appeared strang- 
ers to the chalk and blackboard. H. 


Winter term taught by the same teacher. Length of school, 
12 weeks; wages per month, including board, $29; whole num- 
ber of pupils, 25; average attendance, 172. 

The teacher commenced this term under some disadvantages, 
but labored hard for the welfare of the school, and with a good 
degree of success. Some of the classes made very pleasing 
progress, and the term to them has been a profitable one. u. 


District No. 9 (Putney ). 


Summer term—Miss Emma J. Flanders, teacher. Length of 
school in weeks, 8; wages per month, including board, $20; 
whole number of scholars, 24; average attendance, 254. 

This has been a quiet, pleasant term. The school appeared 
well at the examination, both order and deportment being cred- 
itable to teacher and pupils, and the progress in most classes 
quite satisfactory to the committee and parents who were 
present. . 

Winter term—Cassius M. Clay, teacher. Length of school 
in weeks, 12; wages per month, including board, $27; whole 
number of pupils, 31; average attendance, 262. 

We are of the opinion that Mr. Clay commenced his work 
with a determination to keep order and a good school. This he 
succeeded in carrying out the first part of the term. Being 

-somewhat hasty, he lost the confidence of his pupils, and failed 
to interest them in their studies. The scholars also failed to 
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show the respect that is due any teacher. Many of the schol- 
ars were withdrawn, and at the closing examination only about 
half their number were present. In analysis and algebra the 
instruction was unsatisfactory. In other branches it was more 
creditable. The classes in arithmetic appeared well, answered 
promptly, and wrought their examples quickly upon the board. 
Mr. Clay is a good reader, and some improvement was made in 
this branch. P.
